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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-20 in the reply filed on 07/19/2004 is 
acknowledged. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 21 to 33 
non-elected without traverse.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art teaches the semiconductor ridge laser apparatus comprising the 
ridge formed in the second cladding layer, the ridge having the first section with the first width 
and the output end, and capable of supporting a fundamental lateral mode, the second section 
having the second width different than the first width and capable of supporting the fundamental 
and higher-order lateral modes, and the third section connecting the first and second sections, the 
third section designed to facilitate mode conversion amplification, wherein at least the portion of 
energy in the higher-order lateral modes is converted to energy in the fundamental mode.
